And as the 
conſtant Viciſſitude of human Affairs lea ves 
the moſt flouriſhing Fortune in perpetual 
Dread of it's Reverſe, a Reverſe more dread- 
ful from the more promiſing Aſpe& of it's 
preſent Appearance ! it is impoſiible to pro- 
nounce any Man compleatly happy (however 
he may now be diſtinguiſhed by Succeſs and 
Honour) before the Concluſion of his Life, 
the final Period of his Exiſtence here, 

An unlucky Cloud may overcaſt the very 
Eve of Age! Some fatal Cataſtrophe may 
overtake a Man in his laſt Scene of Life 
We need not raiſe up the Pompeys and the 
Cz/ars from the Dead, nor diſturb the Aſhes 
of Men leſs antient, but as well known as 
they, to evince this Truth. The experien- 


ced Author of that inſtructive Satire, from 
| | M whence 
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whence I took the Sentence which ſtands at 
at the Head of this Poſtſcript, has ſupplyed us 
with ſome memorable Inſtances which pre- 
ceded his Time. We ourſelves can remem- 
ber many, and recollect more, which come 
nearer to our own Days. I ſhall name, 
and only name, a Belizarius and a Bacon; 
I may add a Raleigh and a Buckingham : 
Characters indeed, extremely different, but 
all conſpiring to confirm the Truth of that 
Aſſertion. | 

If that unfortunate Prince, whoſe pro- 
tracted Troubles, and unprecedented Death, 
fill up the blackeſt Page in Engliſh Story, 
had ended his Reign before the Opening 
of that melancholy Scene, ſucceeding Ge- 
nerations might have called him bleſſed. 

And if the Life of a Princeſs, who inhe- 
rited from him (let the Reflection fall on any 
Head but her's, whoſe Sovereignty, and 
whoſe Sex, ſhould ſecure her from In- 
ſult) had not been prolonged beyond her 
Wars, ſhe had left behind her an un- 
blemiſhed Name ; and the brighteſt Reign, 
for the Term of it's Duration, that had ever 
been recorded in Britiſh Annals. 

In ſhort, one need but caſt a curſory Eye 
over the publick and private Revolutions of 
the World, to ſee the rapid Mutability of 
Fortune ; how it is perpetually ſhifting the 
— in every Circumſtance and Degree of 

ite, 
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| To ſee the entire Enjoyment of Health o- 
vercome by Sickneſs and Infirmity ; the moſt - 
exalted Underſtanding clouded with Di- 
ſtraction, or loſt in Dotage; Perſons who have 
been fitting i in the full Blaze of Honour, in 
an inſtant covered with indelible Ignominy; 
ſome pleading their Cauſe as Criminals, be- 
fore that very Bench where they once fat as 
Judges; Conquerors caſt down into Captivi- 
ty, and Princes hurled headlong from their 
Thrones into Priſons, or into Exile! 

In all theſe Caſes, the Miſery that is ſuffer- 
ed is made leſs tolerable by an unavoidable 
Compariſon with the more pleaſing Circum- 
| ſtances which preceded it; ſo that a Man 
can never be denominated truly bappy, till he 
has perſever'din one conſtant Tenor of Action 
and Succeſs through the whole of Life: But 
few are the Characters that are chequered with 
no Shade ! Few are the Lives that have pre- 
ſerved one Colour from their Commence- 
ment to their Concluſion, 

The great Perſon who has now wound up 
his laſt Thread of Life, who has juſt finiſhed 
his Courſe, and completed his Race of Glory, 
was one of thoſe happy few whole ſetting 
Rays were, at leaſt, as glorious as thoſe of his 
firſt Appearance. 

This favourite Son of Nature and of For- 
tune! Endowed with every internal Diſpoſi- 
tion, and bleſſed with every outward Cir- 
cumſtance, which were capable of promot- 

— ing 
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ing his own Happineſs, or the common 
Good. 

It is beyond the Deſign of theſe ſhort Re- 
flections (which are not intended as a Mo- 
nument to his Honour, but as a pleaſing 
Speculation to myſelf) to enter upon an ac- 
curate Diſcuſſion of any-Part of his glorious 
Life! 

His public Tranſactions will hereafter be 
recorded with Aſtoniſhment, and read with 
Rapture. And thoſe who have had the 
Happineſs of a nearer View into his Retire- 
ment, will recollect, with a melancholy 
Pleaſure, the eaſy Entertainment of his moſt 
private Hours. 

I ſhall confine myſelf to that one ceneral 
Obſervation which firſt lead me into this 
Train of Thought: That taking in the 
whole of his Exiſtence here at one View, 
and conſidering this Point of Time as the 
Termination of it, he ſeems to have been as 
completely bleſſed as Humanity is capable of 
being on Earth: That whatever Loſs the 
Public, or his own private Friends, may ſuſ- 
tain by the Death of one fo valuable to ary] 
yet every Man who truly loved him may con- 
ſole himſelf with this Conſideration, That 
how unfortunate ſoever his Death may be to 
others, it muſt be allowed to have been moſt 

lorious to himſelf; glorious to an uncommon 
egree, to ſee ſuch a Life preſerve it's Tenor 
fo the End: No Variation of Principle; no 
Diminution 
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Diminution of Honour ; not the leaſt obſer- 
vable Inequality of Temper. 

His Life was of a Piece! a Conſiſtency and 
Uniformity of Conduct and Succeſs ran from 
one end of it to the other, as if Heaven had 
intended him for a Pattern of ſucceſsful Re- 
ſolution to a moſt fluctuating and irreſolute 
Age. , 

His great political Principle was Love of 
Liberty. His firſt Struggle was for Liberty, 
and he ſtruggled with Succeſs. Nor did his 
Patriotiſm fink in his Place, the common 
Burying-Place of modern Patriots. He con- 
tinued to maintain thoſe very Principles in 
the Service of two ſucceſſive Kings, which 
he had begun to defend in Oppoſition to 
two deſigning Stateſmen, to the eternal Ho- 
nour of his Royal Maſter's Reign, and of his 
faithful Miniſtry : It muſt be owned, that 
the People of England have at no Time en- 
joyed a fuller Scope of every Liberty, even 
to the Border of it's bad Extreme. 

His Succeſs too was as invariable as his 
Principles. He ſtood for twenty Years to- 
gether (an Inſtance unparallelled in any Hiſ- 
tory) the moſt formidable Oppoſition that 
was ever known. In ſucceſſive repeated 
Skirmiſhes and Engagements, he triumphed 
without Inſolence, and was at laſt defeated 
without Dejection. That which was conſide- 
red as his Overthrow, was, in Fact, the uni- 
verſal Eſtabliſhment of his Fame, and the en- 

tire 
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tire Confuſion of his perſonal Antagoniſts. : Iwill 
not rake up a dying Fire, nor think of heigh- 
tening that Character by Compariſon, which 
needs no Foil to ſhew it to Advantage. The 
Reſult of a Committee appointed to inſpect his 


Conduct, the conſtant Attachment to his Perſon 
after his Receſs from public Bufineſs, and the 


Reſpe& which has been paid, even to his Death- 
Bed, are ſuch amazing Inſtances of continued 


Honour as no paſt Age has ſeen, and as the fu- 


ture will ſcarce believe. 

To crownall, that Equanimiey, that undiſturb- 
ed Compoſureof Mind, which eaſed every public 
Care, and ſweetened every private Joy, was in 
him uninterrupted to the laſt, It was the beſt 
Medicine in his Sickneſs, the powerful Cordial 
that ſupported him under the Decay of Nature; 
from hence he drew freſh Reſources of Comfort 
in thoſe trying Hours, when every external Aſ- 
ſiſtance fails. When he ſaw Death before him, 
he ſeemed to meet it, as he was uſed to meet 
thoſe who threatened to purſue him to it, with 
an artleſs Smile. That Serenity, that Intrepidity 
of Soul, (which i is the Effect and Ornament of 
Integrity) ). was the Conc luſion of his preſent Hap- 
pineſs, and a pleaſing Prelude to Futurity, 
What more can be wiſhed for by Man, or be- 
ſtowed by Heaven! What can thoſe who ſuc- 
ceed him in his Honours, or emulate his Con- 
duct, wiſh more for themſe]ves, than that they 
may die-the Death of this great, this happy gen 


and that Their latter End may be my His.
